Progro s in farm field work in the 
coming months depends largely on the 
condition of the work horses.

horses require conditioning just as on 
athlete requires training for his test. 


Every farmer knows that two or 
three weeks spent. :n a gradual tough­ 
ening and conditioning of a horse for 
♦ he heavy work is m oie than made up 
before the season of heavy field work 
is over. Not only does this condition­ 
ing include breaking them iu
